ond absolutely guaranteed, both gold and sil- 
ver cnn bo uafely utilized, upon equal torms In 
tho adjustment of our currency. 


In dealing with this suhjnct, no aolflsh 


scheme flhoulil bo allowed to intervene, nnd no 
doubtful experiment should bo attempted. 
The \vnuta of our pooplo arising from tho de- 
ficiency or Irnporfoct distribution of money cir- 
culation ought to bo fnlly nud honestly rocog- 
niisod nnd oflictontly remedied.

A short time after she 
was taken ill she became unconscious 
and remained in this condition until 
she died. There was absolutely noth- 
ing to show tbe cause of death. 


An inquest was held on Saturday, at 


which Dr. Heron testified that he and 
Miss Sharpo had a tiff Tuesday af- 
ternoon, and that she had threatened 
to kill herself.

Meet to Denounce an Awlul Orline Per-

The Question of Filtration Dia- 


oussei — Claims of the 


Pressure System. 


The oity fathers have resolved that 


they will adopt a system of nitration for 
our river water, and the merits snd de- 
merits of various syttems of filtering are 
being discussed and examined by the 
oity council as wel! an by onr citizens 
who are vitally interested in the subject." 


As a matter of fact, there are bnt two 


systems of filtration. Oae is called the 
parity system, and the other the pressure 
system; and as there is a plentiful look 
ot knowledge upon the subject of sys- 
tems of filtration, it is thought best to 
pnt, them both under public observation 
and discussion. 


it may be stated generally that all sys- 


tems of filtration succeed in filtering 
water; and it might be said for the sake 
of argument that all systems filter water 
equally well, the only difference being 
the time required for filtration and the 
amount passing through the filter; but 
as all filter beds become dirty, as we 
know from sad experience in this oity, 
the question is, which system of filtration 
(succeeds in cleaning the filtering mate- 
rial most thoroughly and at the least ex- 
pense of wash water and time?

The pressure filter is one in which the 


water is forced through the gravel bed 
by the pressure of the pnmps. It con- 
sists of a plain steel boiler tested and 
guaranteed to bear safely a heavy press- 
nre. In the gravity filter most under 
discussion in Deon'.ur, the water is forced 
through the gravel by the pressure of the 
water above it, which can be roughly 
stated at 8 pounds. The depth of the 
gravel is thirty-six inches. In the press- 
ure filter, also under discussion here, the 
depth of the gravel is sixty inches. In 
the gravity filter the area for filtration is 
113 square feet; in the pressure filter the 
area ie 140 square feet. Each is calcu- 
lated to filter nve hundred thousand gal- 
lons a day. 
It is evident from these fig- 


ures ihat the pressure filter, having the 
larger area of filtering surface and the 
gieater depth of sanu, filters the water1- 
more slowly, and therefore more thor- 
oughly, 


J[ one should take a large, strait-sided

sides of the filtering tank above the bed 
are left dirty; and at Book Island stench 
arose from them. In a pressure filter 
the sand is cleaned under the same press-' 
nre at which the water ie filtered, ana is 
thrown around and npon all sides of the' 
filter tank, not only thereby aiding its 
own cleaning, but thoroughly cleansing 
the sides of the tank itself. In a gravity 
filter the filtering sand is only com- 
pressed by the weight of the water above 
it. In a pressure filter the sand bed is 
compressed by the pressure of the water 
upon it, which is the same as the press- 
ure of the pump.

manent system of filtration, the liberal 
minded and public spirited eitiaens of 
this enterprising town will demand that 
they have the best, even if it costs more' 
at first, provided it ia durable and easily 
does the work required of it. It is not 
necessary to have to have the services of 
an expert to advocate the merits or de- 
merits of either system. It is not a ques-" 
tion in which any expert knowledge is 
required. It Is simply a question of com- 
mon sense and common prudence to be 
decided by the actual observation and 
practical knowledge of oar city council; 
and it ie to be hoped that those who have 
not made themselves thoroughly familiar 
with the question will examine the filters 
and their results for themselves from a 
business man's standpoint.
